To Red Cross Offer 


Her Majesty The Queen has cabled 
the Canadian Red Cross Society that 
she herself will be ‘happy toaccept’’ 
the great quantities of supplies and 
comforts which the women of Cana- 
da have been making since Chriet- 
mas to be distributed among the wo- 
men’s voluntary servicesin England. 
The cable, sent by a lady-in-waiting 
at Buckingham Palace, said, ' The 
Queen deeply touched and happy to 
accept generous offer contained in 
your letter.’’ 

Thig last reference was to a com- 
munication sent to Her Majesty and 
signed by Mrs. H, P. Plumptre as 
ehairman of War Activities, and by 
Mre. Wallace Campbell, chairman 
of National Women’s War Work 
Committee. Their letter informed 
the Queen that women accross Cana 
da had begun to make special sup- 
plies equipment, woollen comforts, 
clothing, toilet essentials and per- 
sonal comforts for British women 
volunteers whose devotion to duty 
since the Blitzkrieg has meant bitter 
hardship and suffering The Red 
Cross requested her majesty to accept 
the Canadian supplies which would 
be placed at her disposal by the 
Overseas Committee in London, and 
to distribute them wherever they 
were needed most 

the Queen has on more than one 
occasion expressed concern for the 
plight of some million and a half 
women volunteers who have heen 
exposed to the full force of the Bat- 
tle of Britain. Asa disciplined and 
courageous army constantly in the 
line of fire, they have received al- 
most Jess acclaim than any branch 
of the fighting service. Under Lady 
Reading’s Women’s Voluntary Ser- 
vice for civ.! d fenee there are a 
million woinen eurolled in a wide 
diversity of jobs. They serve ak 
fire fighters, transport drivers, 
A.R.P. wardens, ambulance drivers, 
canteen workers, first aid nurses 
[hey ure to be seen on rooftops all 
over England as firespotters and they 
stand watch steadfastly in cold and 
wet, through day and through night. 

Corps of them have been specially 
trained to shepherd evacuee children 
to new homes and to segregate the 
bewildered refugees from Europe 
who have found shelter in England’s 
air raids from even worse brutalities 
in Europe. Women volunteers have 
stood unflinchingly through the 
worst of the bombings and afterwards 
they have shown even greater courage 
by working shoulder to shoulder with 
the men digging dismembered limbs 
and lifeless bodies from the rubble 
and debris of shattered buildinge. 

Women workers of the Canadian 
Red Cross, have, as it were, taken 
under their wing in uddition to the 
sailors, flyers, soldiers and refugees
